London, Jiine 24, — The feeling that 
ovorywhoro prevaila in the United King- 
dom in regard to the calamity that has be- 
fallen the ooantry through the loss of the 
llagahip Victoria off Tripoli, Syria, and 
the drowning of so mai^ of her officers and 
crew, is of the most intense description. 
This tr'igody is not c(|ualed in fatal results 
aince the ainliiiig of the Royal George iu 
ITS'-', when (300 soiila found a shroud in 
ocean wuvea. Tifleen minutes after the 
Viotoriii. received the fatal blow the water 
had cloaeil over her, and the brave heurta 
th.kt were prcpnttd to battle with all 
ouemioa of their ceiintry had ceased to beat, 
because of the proli.ible niiatako of a friend 
more deadly tliiui the design of a foe. 

The loss of this ship, with the altcuding 
terrible sacrifice of life, ia looked upon as 
ponlirming the opinion of many naval 
ufiiccrs concerning tlie monster warsliipa of 
the preaeut day. Naval engineering, tliey 
point out, liixs not progtesaud ua rapidly aa 
naval urcliiteoturc, iind the stupecdoua 
mass of 11 10,000 ton waraliip cuniiot be con- 
trolled with the ease a uuval ollioer gener- 
ally directs. TukinK it altogether, the 
disuter ia regarded by naval people as a 
severe lesson to the navies of the world. It 
is not believed that the full story of the sad 
affair can be obtained nctil the arrival at 
Malta of the vessels belonging to the Brit- 
ish Mediterriinean fleet conveying survivors 
from the 'Victoria. 

Funds are being started in diCTeront parts 
of the country to aid those who have lose 
their supporters. Gratifying subscriptions 
arc being made to these funds, and it is be- 
lieved that large sums of nioney will bo 
raised. Among the prominent subscribers 
to the fund started by the Lord Mayor of 
London, Queen Victoria has donated one 
hundred pounds to aid the stricken fainiliea, 
Vice-Adniiral Sir (ieorge Tryon was picked 
up shortly after the foundering of hia war- 
ship, and carried on board the battle aliip 
Kdinburgh, one of the fleet under his com- 
mand, wliere ho died shortly afterwards. 

Ic is atated this morning that no attempt 
will be made to recover the bodies of those 
who went down in the Victoria. The vea- 
ael lies in IGO feet of water, and it would lie 
an almost imposaible task to recover them. 
It ia probable that in the courae of a few 
days a number of the bodiea will float out 
from the hull, and these will be watched 
for and given burial on land. 

It ia reported by survivors that as soon 
as the otUccrs of the Victoria saw the ship 
foundering orders were given to close tlio 
collision balkheads to keep the water in the 
compartment into whlon the Caniperdown 
shoved her ram. The sailors tried to obey 
the order, but the ship was making water 
too fast to allow the closing of the bulk- 
heads, and while the men were still trying 
to shut them the vessel, with her immenae 
guns and heavy top hamper, tamed over 
and carried thorn down. Aa soon ae the 
news of the. diaastor became known in Lou- 
don, the Duke of Edinburgh, admiral of the 
I'eet, visited the udinirally and conferred 
with tlie olliciiila, a, telegram of instructions 
being sent to iieiir Admiral Markham. 

.Sliortly after the colliaion five bodiea were 
taken from the water- One of them was 
the body of the chief paymaster. They 
were buried last evening with military 
honors at Tripoli. The (,'aniperdown waa 
severely damaged forward iu the colliaion. 
Temporary repairs will be made, and she 
will then start for home. It is said liere 
that several times the Victoria has shown 
signs of weakness in her steering gear. One 
theory ia that on account of weakness aho 
became uiununagcable and coiiid not be got 
out of the Cainperdown'a way. 

In an interview with Lord (ieorge Hamil- 
ton, he said: "Without doubt the Cftinpor- 
down's ram cut away the plating on the 
Victoria's outside of several of her trans- 
verse bulkheads. Had this not been the 
case the bulkhead could have been closed 
and the water kept in one or at most two 
of I lie compartments, and the vessel would 
still have floated," 

Hon. Arthur Bower Forwood, the well 
known ship owner, formerly secretary to the 
admiralty, said : " It was a wonder that 
such an accident did not occur before. The 
Victoria had a longitudinal bulkhead run- 
ning through her, besides a number running 
acrn.ss-hhipa. She waa thus divided into 
compartiiients on e.icli side of the longitudi- 
nal bulkhead, without ciinimtiuication be- 
tween thorn. The Caniperdown probably 
struck the Victoria a ripping blow, opening 
the plates over several of the compartments. 
Water waa thus admitted into a number of 
compartmenta on one side of the ship, caus- 
ing her to capsize by the (ireat weight. 
Longitudi.nal balkheads are a good thing in 
their way, but it did not seem to avoid a 
disaster," 

In its Illustrated Handbook and Souvenir 
of the Royal Navy exhibition the Pall Mall 
Gazette published, in June, 1891, the fol- 
lowing contrast between the Yictory (Lord 
Neloon's flagship) and the ill-fated Victoria. 
F roni this it appears thkt, whereas the Vic- 
tory was a three decker, 186 feet in length 
and 52 feet in breadth, with a displacement 
of 3,500 ton», the Victoria had a length of 
340 feet and a bredth of 70, with a displace- 
ment of about 10, ,'500 tons, and an indicated 
horse power of 1-1, 2M. The Victory carried 
.in artnanient of 10L2 guns, conaiating of ,'1(1 
forty-two and thirty-two poundera, .'!() 
twenty-four pininders, 10 twelve pounders, 
and '2 .sixty-eiglit poiii.der carronades ; the 
heaviest of her guna being a forty-two 
pounder. The Victoria had '2 one hundred 
and ten ton IGj inch guns, 1 thirty ton 10 
inch gun, 12 five ton U Inch guns, 12 six 
pounder and !) three pounder ([uiok firing 
guns, 2 machinn guns and G torpedo guns. 
While tho heaviest gun on board the Vic- 
tory waa u littio ovsr II tons, the heaviest on 
tho Victoria was a little over 110 tons. 

Aa for tlio guua of tho Victory, with the 
exception of n few small brass guns, they 
were mern hlocka of cast iron, a large pro- 
portion conaiating of eirronadce which 
threw a shot of largo diameter from a light 
gun, with u low charge. The largestchargu 
used on board the Victory wua ten pounds, 
tho largest; on tho Victoria oloao on a thou- 
sand pounds, Tho licavioal shot used on 
the Victory was sixty-eight pounds, but on 



the Victoria,it waa eighteen hundred pounds. 
The weight of metal discharged from the 
broadaido of the Victory was lloO pounds, 
but from the Victoria it waa 4750 pounds. 
And, while the broadside firo from the Vic- 
tory only conaumod '.ioo pounds of powder, 
that from tho Victoria oonaumed .'U20 
pounds. Moreover, tho Victoria has no 
less than eighty-eight engines, which serves 
to indicate tho amount of machinery in- 
volved. This ia exclusive of the machinery 
on tho torpedo '..oats. The total cost of the 
Victory complete, with her armainent and 
all stores, was not more than £100,000, 
while the coat of a first-rate man-of-war of 
the present day, similarly comp'ete, would 
be nearly €1,000.000. Tho Victory had a 
complement of nearly 900 men, tho Vic- 
toria having, as was stated in the House of 
Comuionn, TKS souls on board. 

In the C'hicago Exposition is a model of 
the Victoria, the largest in 'the exhibition, 
showing all the accessories of a oomplets 
battleship. It was in the Armstrong gal- 
lery, London, and has fictinga in exact re- 
semblance of the original, even to the tor- 
pedo nets. It cost about £2,000. As soon 
as the loss of tho Victoria was confirmed the 
Admiral's flag and the Union Jack on the 
model were lowered to half mast. People 
crowding around so that a large fone of 
guards had to be called to keep them 
moving. 

The Campcrdown, which has hardly ao 
formidable an armament aa the Victoria, ia 
in many respecta of similar proport ioiia, but 
ia of w'lat ia known aa the " Admiral " clasa. 

W.ASiiiNiiToN CiTV, iliinc 21. — Tho newa 
of the sinking of II. M.S. Victoria caused a 
profound sensuti'in. reople who saw the 
licuuiiful and atately I'lake, the flagahip of 
the liritiah fr|uadrou at the naval review, 
thought she waa a great ahip, but alie waa 
of Beeondary iiuportanco when compared 
with the ill-fated Victoria, for while the 
Blake waa a large armored cruiser, the Vic- 
toria waa a full-lb'dged battleship, nearly 
1,000 tons larger tiiau the Blake. Kaval 
officers here feel that one result of tho cat- 
astrophe will emphasize in a atrikii.g man- 
ner the terrible efficiency of the ram aa a 
weapon of naval ofl'ense, for altliough there 
was no intention of using it ofionsivoly, the 
ships being engaged in simple maneuvers, 
its availability in time of war has been 
amply demonstrated. 

This morning the following cablegram 
was sent to the U. S. Ambassador in 
London : 

"W.\.siiini;ton, June 21, 180.'{. 
"IJdi/aril, Avthiv^^ddnr, Linidoii. 

"Convey to Her Majesty the expression 
of the heartfelt sorrow of tho I'reaident and 
the people of the United States by reason 
of the appalling catastrophe to the Viotorio. 
"(Signed) Gresuam." 

Thursday's catastrophe in the Meditor' 
rancau, the news of which brought sadness 
to every land where the English tongue is 
spoken, came home to the hearts of Vic 
torians more perhaps than to tho people of 
any other Cuiuidian city. The merchant 
shipping in harbor yesterday displayed their 
colora at half mast ; the warahips anchored 
at Esi|uimalt wc-ro given over to the discus- 
sion iif the terrible calamity. On board 
the Royal Arthur and the Champion are 
many who had near and dear friends on the 
ill-fated Victoria, while several of the tl.ig- 
ship'a c.mipany claim relatives among the 
loat. Of course the namps of tho saved 
have not yet reached Admiral Stephenson, 
and on board ship no more is known of the 
disaster thiui has been already published in 
the newspapers. The otiicial tribute to the 
dead liaa not jet been arranged, but the 
mourning of every man in the I\icilic 
squadron ia geiuiine and sincere ; the men 
loat with the Victoria were brother British 
seamen, and they died on duty. 

In almost all of the city churches to-day, 
special reference will bo made to the calum 
ity that has cast its gloom over the Kmpire, 
tho ICpiacnpalian churches in particular. 
At the Church of Our f^ord (Reformed 
K{)iscupul) Itight l{ev. Bishop Cridgo will 
m.ike the disaster tho subject of his morn- 
ing sermon, while the clergy of all denomin- 
ations — Koman Catholic and Protestant — 
will join in petitioning the All Wise Ruler 
of the Universe to comfort and console those 
who have been more aspeoial^ bereaved by 
the terrible occurrence. In Esquimalt the 
services at St. Paul's (Episcopal) and St. 
.Joaeph'a (Koman Catholic) will be parti- 
cularly impressive, the seamen of the ships 
in port attending in tho morning. Rev. 
Father Van Nevel will officiate at the latter 
church, celebrating a special mass for the 
repose of the souls of those who went down 
with the Victoria, at 10 o'clock.

The Attitude of Both Parties Severely 
Criticized— The tf ost Dange;- 
ons of Crises. 



Lo.vDo.s-, June 24. — The following appeal 
by the leaders of Pornellite section of the 
Irish l^arliamcutary party explains itself ; — 
To thi- Iri.ifi P'liplt in Amcrivd : 

Relying upon your devotion to Ireland, 
and mindful of the generous part you have 
taken in building up and maintaining the 
struggle for the nation under the leadership 
of the late Charles Stewart Parnell, we 
venture to address you at this momeut of 
extreme peril to our country's cause, and in 
tho fuco of u danger during which it would 
bo a betrayal of the trust imposed on us to 
refrain from communicating with you in re- 
gard to the loyal feeling and brotherhood 
among the good men of our race in America. 
Reapect for the national character has 
hitherto prevented on attempt on our part 
to involve you in the unhappy controversy, 
iinpleaBantueaa and strife the desertion and 
betrayal of Mr. Parnell have given rise to. 
W e feel that the time lias now come to place 
the facta before you and to enlist your sym- 
pathy in our endeavor to save from snip- 
wreck the movement on which tho future of 
our common country and tho hopes of her 
children largely depend. The surrender of 
Mr. Parnell, in obedieuce to ICngliah dicta- 
tion, by tho men who only the day before 
had vowed to uphold him against the world, 
was tho abancfonment of tho sacred prin- 
ciple of Parliamentary agitation, which was 
making tho Irish cause to bo respected 
throughout the world — the principle of the 
absolute independence of all Fnglish parties. 
That had been followed by a warfare in 
Ireland, cruel and relentless, against every- 
body refusing to participate iu tho betrayal 
or to surrender the right of independent 
judgment on Irish politics, backed by the 
weedth and influence of a great English 
party interested in the oanse. 

You will readily understand how the Irish 
Whigs succeeded in driving from Parlia 
mcntary life, at the lost deotion. Sterling 
representatives, whose names are familiar 
through all the years of onr strugele, who 
had borne their part in every endeavor to 
secure Irish liberty, and whose offence con- 
sisted of a steadfast adherence to tho prin- 
ciple of loyalty to the leader who had serv- 
ed Ireland well and faithfully. Their places 
in the Nationalist ranks were filled with 
men of no training or experience, who most- 
ly had never contributed a day'a service to 
the National movement, their sole qualifica- 
tion having been ready oliedienca to every 
order of the Knglish Ministry und the secur- 
ity that they cannot, and will not, bring an 
inilependent judgment to any concession that 
Ireland is olle-red. Had we been 
enabled at the general election to return 
twenty member j of tl:e House of Commons, 
who would have stood independent of both 
tho English parties, and who would have 
judged the proposals of the policy of each 
by the good which it promised, IreWnd's 
thousunda of evicted tenants, for whom 
nothing had been done, would have been 
riHtdred to their homes ; political prisoners 
who have amply expiated any olleuce of 
which they may have been guilty, would 
have been set at liberty and the Home Rule 
bill which is now being discussed in the 
House of Commons would have boon a dif- 
ferent measure from what the present bill is 
likely to be. 

Wo observe with pain that even in your 
ranks English inlliiencc haa aaserted its 
way, and that Irish Americana who formerly 
prided themaelvea on their nationality, now 
deem it the better fashion to do humble 
duty to the Irish tail of the Eoglish party. 
They are donating tnnds to help the reac- 
tionaries in Ireland, and have endeavored to 
do them service by spreading calumnies re- 
garding ua in America, Two statements it 
is our duty to notice : the first that we are 
opposed to the principle of the Home Rule 
bill; tho second that the American fund is 
intended for the use of both sections of tho 
Irish representatives, they do not contain a 
particle of truth. So far from sharing in the 
funds raised by the National Federation, 
they have been employed in forcing ua to 
expensive contests, and, when asserting 
the right of a free election, we petitioned 
against tho return of Mr. Michael Davitt, 
and Mr. Patrick Fullain, both became bank- 
rupts in order to deprive ua of the coals 
awarded by tho court. Our attitude on the 
bill introduced by tlie Liberals, so far as it 
fell short of the National rc(iuirements, has 
been one of constant vigilence to amend its 
provisions and extend its scope. Our op- 
ponents have been silent while restriction 
after restriction hua been grafted ou the 
bill. Our endeavors to eocuro tho name of 
Parliament, and to the lower chamber the 
title House of Commons, waa supported by 
many English Radicals, while the Iriah re- 
presentatives, claiming to be the depository 
of the National feeling, defeated them by 
going over in II body to the Government 
and the Tories. 

Now tho climax has come, tho Prime 
Minister has announced to the House of 
Commons that he intends to withhold from 
Ireland, for six years after the passage of 
tho bill, tho power of imposing, controlling 
or interfering with her own taxes. They 
are to be regulated by Imperial authority. 
Ireland in to be compelled to contribute 
ono-third of her whole revenne towards Im- 
perial chiirgcs in addition to a possible war 
tax. The announcement of this proposal 
caused the House of Commons to stand 
aghast. It was received without protest by 
the men who sacrificed Mr. Parnell for un 
Knglish alliance. It was left to us to pro- 
test in tho name of the Irish people against 
a proposal involving national humiliation 
and calculated to reduce the Irish Legiela- 
turo to impotence and bankruptcy. 'Theao 
facta made it clear that, if the Homo Rule 
bill be carried, it muat bo rendered 
worthy of acceptance by tho Irish, 
and that the fight fur uatioualily, 
both of Ireland and her Parliament muat ho 
maintained with vigor. Wo commit to you 
the solemn duty of donating your share to 
work in which we aro engaged, Wo appeal 
to you iu a great criaia, that ia more danger- 
ous than any that has hercicforo threatened 
the national life of Ireland within our 
memory. The resources of your people at 
honre, and their position to make a stand 
for freedom of political thought und action 
are severely taxed. The combined forces 



against which we are compelled to straggle 
are ever potent to delay the day of freedom. 
Whether they may not succeed to-day as in 
the past depends in no small measure upon 
your exertions and the aid you may bd able 
to offer us in maintaining tho struggle."

None but men of unblemiahed character 
and undoubted fitnesa for the work to bo 
done ahould bo nominated by yon, 
no matter what prcsauro may 
bo brought to bear on Inihalf of 
persona not poascsacd of these indispenaablo 
(inaliiications. J. G. Carlisle, secretary." 
This circular haa especial reference to tho 
Chinese opium smuggling frauds on the 
Pacific slope, but, as will be seen, is general 
in its application. 

GERMAN ELECTIONS. 



Government Claim That Vestertlay's 
Eleotlons Have Given Them 
Slxty-Niue Seats. 



Curious Complications— Ministers Sup- 
portinff Opponents of Army Bill- 
Strength of Parties. 

Beulin, June 24. — The progress of to- 
day's by-elections appears to support the 
Government <»lculation that the balloting 
will give it sixty-nine seats. Taking the 

adherents of the Army bill, elected on tho 
first ballot at 1,30, tho Government will 
thus have in the new Reichstag 119 votes 
out of 397. A majority of one 
vote is not much to rejoice over, 
yet the Government organs express 
content with the -result of the voting. 
In Berlin to-day phenomenal quiet prevailed 
in the second district, where a second ballot 
was taken to decide which party would have 
tho seat. Then the Liberals and Centrists 
voted Prof. Virchow, the candidate for tho 
Radical People's party, but the united 
strength of the three parties was not suffi- 
cient to defeat Herr Fischer, the candidate 
of the Social Democrats, owing to the ab- 
stentions from voting on the part of the 
Conservatives. . .- 

In the first Berlin- district, wliere a re- 
ballot was necessary, Dr. Langberhans, 
Reichterist, scored the first sncoesB yet 
credited to that party or footion. The sue- 
cess of Dr. Lingerhaus was partly due to 
the support given him by the National Lib- 
erals and Centrists. Everywhere the 
Social Democrats are polling their last 
man, while the coalitions are irregular 
and indolent. A feature of the campaign 
has been the appearance of a large number 
of foreign Socialists, Czicha and Austrians, 
who are aeais iug the canvass of their Ger- 
man brethren. Basing tho calculation on 
the most reliable data, the aggregate Social- 
ist vote will fall short of the two million pre* 
dieted by the Vorwaerts and the Cologne 
(iazette. 

It ia estimated tho vote will show an iu- 
creuse of 372,0(10 than that polled iu 1890. 
The anti-Semites vote is calculated at TiGO,- 
OOO, being ten times tho number of votes 
cast by that party in ISilO. Both sections 
of the Freisainig party cast a total vote of 
<).(()_0()0— a loss of 214,;!00 votea since 1890. 
Tlie enormoua increase in the anti- 
Semitic vote accounts for the failure of 
the socialists to reach the figure they 
expected, the anti-Semites drawing a large 
proportion of their gains from electors who- 
would otherwise have voted for Social De- 
mocratic candidates. In an interview to- 
day, a prominent minister said that the 
Government neither anticipated a further 
diasolution of the Reichstag, or any en- 
croachment on the saffrage, on tho contrary, 
ho hoped that an entente between the do- 
minant political groups would be efl'ectcd, 
and the Army bill speedily passed. Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi, Dr. Miguel, Dr. Sto- 
phan, and other political notabilities, voted 
for Langeraua. With this decisive ox- 
ample before them, of Miniators actually 
supporting an opponent of the bill rather 
than to allow the Soc alista to triumph, tho 
adhesion by the electora to Government 
candidates, where they are opposed by tho 
Socialiata, has been secured. 

W ith tho additions of the second ballots 
in 75 constituencies tho strength of tho par- 
tie.'j, so far aa known, is. Clericals, 7,') ; 
Snciil Democrats, 44 ; Consorvutivca and 
Agrarians, Ct'.i ; National Liberals, ;)3 ; 
Radical Unioniala, 11 ; Pules, 13; Free 
Conservatives, M: Government Clericals, 11; 
South German Democrats, 0; Richter Rad- 
icals, 12; anti-Semitcs, 5; Guelphs, 1; 
Danes, 1 ; Bavarian Peasants' Loogne, 1 ; 
Bavarian Particularists, 1; Alsatians, 7.

SISTER SOCIETIES. 

The Meeting of the Masonic Grand 
Lodgre and Historical 
Memories. 



Visitingr Kuiglits Will Assist at Pyth- 
ian Decoration Ceremonies To- 
Day at Boss Bay. 



, ATTKRS Masonic have 
been the leading topic 
Tof society gossip for th^ 
'past week. The Grand 
^>i^lodge of the Province 
i^of British Columbia has 
^been in session here, 
and never in its history in this section of 
the Dominion, has there been so largo a 
gathering of the craft. Way back in the 
aixlites, when Victoria was a Crown colony, 
a few good hearty Masons conceived the 
idea of establishing a lodge on the Island, 
with, of course, Victoria as head<iuarter8. 
The meeting was held in the storeroom of 



Messrs. Southgate & Mitchell on 
street, now occupied by Mr. Tlioiiuia K-irle, 
M.P., and here it was s-demnly resolved to 
form a duly coiislituted briuicli of tlie order. 
Bro. J. J. Southgate was lui eiitluisiustic 
Mason as were also the few associates by 
whom bia Masonic warmth was b;ioUed 
up. They resolved upon applying lor a 
dispensation to the Supreiiju Grand 
Lodge of the United States, but the request 
was not complied with, the brethren in 
Uncle Siun'a domains ruling thit they could 
not grunt a oh irter to a lodge the members 
of which claimed the British Hag aa theirs. 
Nob disheartened by this little obstacle, the 
worthy few determined upon applying to 
the Grand Lodge^oi England for their char- 
ter, and although the fates appeared to be 
against them their indomitable pluck pre- 
V iled, The charter was duly granted, but 
the vessel which carried the all important 
dooument was wrecked oil the Horn, and 
the Masona of the Crown colony were thus 
deprived of their charter. The loss of the 
pirohment was chronicled in due course ; a 
fresh application was made to mother lodge, 
and the next Hudson liny ship brought out 
a fan simile — official, as was the first. When 
this arrived a meeting of the brethren was 
held in tho present Bank Exchange, and 
the lodge duly incorporated with the bare 
number of niembers to qualify the issuance 
of tho charter. This was Victoria lodge. 
Later on, as the country developed, the roll 
swelled, and it is said, became too aristo- 
cratic or reserved for many who were desir- 
ous of joining. Vancouver lodge was next 
established, and then in turn came Columbia 
and Quadra lodges, Masonry had taken a 
hold, and there being four lodges of " jolly 
good fellows " they put their heads and 
hearts together, realizing that unity is 
strength. Hence to-day there are but two 
lodges in the city — both meeting under the 
one roof — Victoria-Columbia and Van- 
couver-Quadra. And what progress 
has been made ? Tho one lodge 
adopts tho English ritual, the other the 
Scotch, and betrt-een tho two there is no 
man who has passed the portals who can- 
not repeat, and satisfy the examining com- 
mittee, even though he bo a veritable stran- 
ger to British Columbia. Thirty years ago 
and thirty Masons was about the total in 
this Province ; to-day the craft numbers in 
the thousands right here. 

Tho two "workings" have formed the 
subjijct of a most important report from a 
special committee appointed to consider the 
subject, and the Grand Lodge has decided 
that there be no change made in existing 
rules, hut that in the granting of future 
charters it shall be specified in the applica- 
tion whether the applicants desire to adopt 
the Scglish or Scotch ritual. 

The Colonist has supplied its readers 
with all that is to bo given away from the 
Grand lodge, including the list of the 
officers appointed, etc. TChe Grand Master- 
elect is Bro. Dr. S. Clarke, of lodije No. 10, 
Kamloops, an old and respected Mason. He 
is an Ent'liahman by birth, but when four 
years old came to this Donduiou. For the 
past tun years he baa been a resident in 
B C , first tuking up a posiiion in New 
Westminfter. He was "made" in Welling- 
ton lodge 17, G.R.C., in 1S71; made Master 
in Sydenham lodge "JoS in 1S77, and in 18S3 
becime a Grand lodge ollioer at New West- 
miuster, when tho then Grand Master, Bro. 
E. Crow Baker, made him Grand Sword 
Bearer pro ti.jn Since that time B:o. 
Clarke has been a Grand lodge oliicer, iind 
has D0«' reached the pinnacle of a Mason's 
ritualistic ambiiiou — Grand Master 
of the Province. Bro. Clarke is 
an earnest and energetic member of the 
craft, and has, perhaps, instituted a greater 
number of lodges than any man in the Pro- 
vince. Great things are expected from 
him, and, no doubt, the hopes centred in 
the doctor will be fully realized. 

Yesterday brought the setting of the 
Grand I.,odgc to a close. Tho buaineaa of 
the forenoon was routine, the most impor- 
tant item of which was the fixing of the 
next place of meeting. New Westminster 
was unanimously selected as the rendez- 
vous. Having terminated the business of 
Grand Lodge, the brethren engaged in that 
most congenial of engagements — the initial 
movement in tho establishment of a very 
deserving charity, an Orphane' Home.

THE WARD SCHOOLS. 

To TiiK Ernrou : — A few days ago a let- 
ter appeared in the press expressing the 
hope that the trustees in deciding on the 
conipetativo plans for the new ward schools, 
that would pay particular attention to 
proper accommodation, heating and ventila- 
tiou, as well as to pleasing architecture. 
As there nnght be an idea that tho Smead 
system ndght be introduced, I wish to lay 
before the public what the Pacific Builder 
of May 27, of this year, says about the 
Ruttan system, which those who have 
s'udied this matter say is identical with tho 
Smead system : " The Smead system of 
heating and ventilating has been favorably 
reported on by tlie fcIiooI directors' com- 
mittee who visited Seattle to investigate itH 
workings. The diacuaaion of this question 
bringa to miud some of the many patent 
systems for heating and ventilating which 
have been brought forward within recent 
years. One of tho most notable of these is 
what is called ttio Ruttau system. This 
system was orii^inatcd by Hon. Henry Rut- 
tan, who published a voluminous treatise 
on the subject several years ago, and its 
owners have been successful in introducing 
it into school houses and public buildings in 
a large nundier of cities throughout the 
country. In principle, however, the aystem 
is a misconception, and in operation it is an 
abomination. Tho dangers incident to its 
adoption may be readily comprehended 
when the fact is stated that tho ventilating 
shaft used in tho system is merely a contin- 
uation of the air duct from the closet. The 
liuttan ayatem is now used in the Conch 
achool (Portland) to the detriment of the 
comfort of the occupants of the building, 
and a serious menace to the health of teach- 
ers and children. It should be, and prob- 
ably will soon be, abolished." It seems to 
tho writer that u proper system of steam 
heating, combined with an effective mode of 
ventilation, would be far superior.

WHITHER ARE WE DRIFTIUO? 

What is the world ooming to, what are 
the prospects of civilized society, what is 
the tendency of the reforms and obanges 
that are taking place in the world, are 

questioDB which thoughtful men are every- 
where asking? Fortunntely, men are not 
willing to live for their own day only. 
" Eat, drink and be merry, for to-morrow 
we die," has not yet become the motto of 
civilized men. They still look to the future, 
they still feel un interest in their country 
and their race, they still wish to be able to 
form an intelligent ojiinion of the condition 
of posterity, acorca, and even hundreds, of 
years hence. Such a desire is not by any 
means vain, and forecasts of the future, 
though noccsaikrily uncertain, are not always 
uiiprofituble. IiuUvidual men often 
aak then.selvca whut effect such 
and Bucli a course of action is likely 
to have upon thuir children and thuir 
children's children, and they shape tlieir 
sourse in the way they consider beat, not 
merely for themselves hut for their descend- 
ants. Should not communities which are 
supposed to be guided by reason, and to 
liave for their ohjoct the welfare of tliose 
who come after them as well as themaelves, 
. act in a similar way T All men who think, 
know that the consequences of men's acts do 
not cease when the men disappear from the 
world's stage. History teaches them that 
whether men intend it or not, what they do 
and what they neglect to do cannot hut 
have an influence on the world after they 
-are dead and forgotten. 

Considerations like these must convince 
us that when men try to look ahead and to 
see whither the world is drifting, they are 
neither foolish nor presumptuous. One of 
those who have been peering into the 
future is Mr. Charles I'earson. He has 
written a book which ho has named, 
"National Life and Character; a Forecast," 
which S^r. Llewelyn Davies has reviewed in 
the June number of the Contemporary 
Review. Mr. I'euraon's outlook is not hy 
any means a cheerful one. lie lielievea 
that tlio deculeneo of the civili/.jil world 
has already coninionoed, and tliul tho vory 
reforms which make for the well being 
-of society, are unfitting men for the struggle 
that is before them. The changes in laws 
and in social usages, which have the effect 
of making life moro pleasant and of dlfTusiug 
comfort throughout all classes, are, he main- 
tains, enervating civilized men and render- 
ing thorn unwilling and unfit to make the 
exertions which are necessary to 
enable them to maintain their su- 
periority over what are now con- 
sidered tho inferior races. The time 
will come, ho believes, when tho Chinese, 
tho natives of India, tlio negroes and tho 
Indians of South America, having in their 
poverty and barbarism maintained the 
hardy virtues, will "multiply and advance, 
and squeeze into narrower quarters the 
hitherto dominant races of tho temperate 
?;ono." He is a lirm believer in tho capabil- 
ities of tho Chinese. It ia his opinion thut 
they are destined to beat tho white races 
w i t li t li i r o wn weapons. That they will be 
their rivaU in the arts, their superiors in 
oommerce, and their conquerors in war. Tlio 
dislike which white men have for fighting 
will increase, as through tho advance of tho 
naofal arts and the operation of good lawa 
life becouic-a moro pleasant to tho masses. 
Ho ciouaidora that the tendency of the pre- 
sent ago ia to take from men the faith in a 
Supreme Ruler of the UniverEc. The men 
of the future .wo- to bo of tho 
earth, ' eactby. There is to be 



"a millenium of general comfort 

and international harmony." "Allthingo," 
as Mr. Divies aaya, " to Mr. Pearson's eyea 
arc moving in the same direction — towards 
more general and cqnally diffused comfort, 
and towards flataeaa, dullness and vacuity," 
and the Hand that guides is to be com- 
pletely lost sight of. The world, according 
to Pearson, is tending towards hoggiahneaa. 
Things high and noble and elevating will 
bo cither forgotten or disregarded. " It 
seems reasonable to aiaume," says Mr. 
Pearson, " that the world will be left with- 
out deep convictions or enthusiasm, with- 
out tho regenerating iullueuco of tho ardor 
for political reform and tho fervor of pious 
faith, which havo <|uickened men for cintu- 
riea past, as nothing else has quickened 
tliem, with a paaaion purifying the soul." 

When white men have reached this very 
low level of existence, tho Asiatics and 
other colored races aro to conio upon thoni 
like a flood, and wipe tliom off tho face of 
tho earth, or reduco them to a state of 
slavery. Well, ull that wo can aay 
ia, that when aivilized and ChristiiLu 
men come to that pass, it will beef little con- 
sequeuce wli.it liccoiuea of them. I5ut it ia 
altogether incredible that the nations that 
are now the leadc^ra and tlio iniiaters of man- 
kind will over bu brought uiidor the yoke of 
tlieir acknowledged inferiors. Tho spirit 
that is in them will fl:ime up and impel 
tlicm to put down and to keep down, tho 
races that would try to presume upon their 
forboaranco and their uibliko of vio- 
lence. It ia not to bo aupposud 
that the tighliiig inatinct will over die in 
thorn, Tliey will, like their fathers bufore 
them, consider that strenuous struggle, and 
even death itself, is preferable to the loaa of 
all that Christians and free men bold dear. 
This seems to be Mr. Davies' belief, though 
ho (Iocs not say so in express terms. Tlie 
last puragruph of hia article is an able and 
an eloquent juatilicitiou of war. " To light 
for the existence and honor of our country 
is tho way to give a higher conception of 
tho trust committed to tho children of a 
nation. In this age, more than ever, 
and for Engliahiiien moro than for the citi- 
zens of any other country, it ahould bo a 
Bovereign aspiration that we may help to 
make the country, for which we ore ready 
to die and to kill, increasingly worthy of its 
destiny, a better instrument in tho hands of 
tho Ruler of mankind. Christianity imposes 
upon those who govern the British Empire 
the obligation of caring little about lives or 
feelings compared with the security of the 
Empire and its power to do i^ appointed 
work in the world. Mr. Pearson's book is u 
call to us to prove that to bo good ia not to 
be weak ; that we know it to bo our Chris- 
tian duty to guard by strenuoua effort, and 
by any required amount of autioring, the 
priceless inheritance which has been en- 
trusted to us." 



NOT YET HARMONIOUS. 

According to Mr. Smalley, the able and 
well-informed London correspondent of the 
Now York Tribune, the Irish Home Rulers 
v/ero not, a week or ao ago, a very happy 
family, and their allegiai.co to Jlr. Glad- 
alono waa not nearly ao strong as it was some 
little time before. In hia letter of the 17th 
inat. he suya : 

The solid nuijority of forty ia no longer 
forty and uu longer solid. It never was 
Hiilid. The allianco with the Irish is in 
oine peril. The Iri.ih tliemselvi s, hereto- 
f ire un< cjually divided into l«o teclions, 
aro now split into three. Mr. .Sexton's 
resignation and what followed upon it have 
(lisclijsed disseoaions suapicted, indeed, he- 
fore and now avowed open and prob.bly 
irreconcilable. Mr. Mortogh's resignation 
of hiH seat for Southeast Cork is a sulticlently 
significant commentary upon the matter. 
Mr. Morrogh is a Healyite and he goes oil' 
diamond hunting in South Africa, brciiusu 
Mr. Hoaly has been beaten and Mr. Stxton 
ia for the moment victorious. 

After an allusion to the very dishearten- 
ing Liberal defeat in Linlithgow, Mr. 
Smalley returns to the internal disturb- 
ances of the Home Rule party : 

The Irish aiictchcs which accompanied 
the Iriah aeoeaaioii ivould bo thought more 
alarming than the vote, if anybody ever 
knew procii-cly what value 1 1 attuoh to Irish 
specchea, or whit value tho Irish them- 
aelvea attach to their own words. lJuta 
coalition between tho I'arnellitea and the 
anti-l'arnellileB in opposition to Mr. Glad- 
atone — and it is the second coalition — must 
mean something. Mr. Clancy said it meant 
u protest against any more concPRsiona to 
the Unionists and ugiunsl " unjuHi Ifiable 
encroachments" on the Iri.ih (ioverninent. 
Mr. Sexton said tho conduct of Mr. (ilail- 
stone waa " folly " j that he was " incurring 
tho fatal danger of alienating the people of 
Ireland from the bill"; that the policy of 
conopssion was a policy of " unuo- 
onunrable fatuity." Again were the 
ministry indebted to their Uiiioniat oppo- 
nents for a majority. Twice last evening 
they would have been left in a minority of 
nearly 200 but for Unionist votes. 

Mr. Sexton no doubt ia ovcrelftied by his 
triumph over Mr. Healy, and ahowa it too 
plainly. The Iriah Nationiiliats when- unit- 
ed are Mr. ( lliidstonu'a inaatera. If they 
([Uiirrcl publicly iunong themselves tlu-y 
may lose their present ascendency both over 
Mr. OUdatone and over Parliiimont. Tho 
anti-P,irnelliiea are, it appeura, about riiua!- 
ly divided. Tho followers of Mr. Sexton 
outvote the followera of Mr. ll.-aly. Tho 
([unrrel between the two related nominally 
to tho control of the Freeman's .lournal. It 
ia really a struggle for leaderahip, and it ia 
certain tho laat word has not been heard 
from Mr. Healy. 

It does not appear from this that tho re 
conciliation between Mr. Sexton and hia 
fellow Homo Kulera is anything like !:om 
pleto or cordial. It has much moro the ap 
poaranoD of a patched-up peace, which may 
break out into open hoatilitioa at any mo 
ment. It is very evident that the prospects 
of the Gladstonian party are not now any 
brighter than they wcro a week ago. Tho 
new financial arrangements do not appear 
to have been welcomed ot all heartily by 
the Irish section of that party. It may be 
that they will refrain from opposing them 
openly, for they know that the only chance 
they have of carrying the Home Rule Bill 
ia to refrain from open opposition to Mr, 
CUadstone'a policy. Even tho neccfoity for 
union and wiUiDi; oo-operaliou with the 



English and. Sootah Gladatonlans, conapicu- 
ous as it is, has not kept them from quar- 
relling very bitteirly. 

A LADY POLITICIAN. 

Mr»r Loaae, the lady pnlitinian of Kati-ws, 
and nob long -ainoe eandidate for the posi- 
tion of United States Senator, is a woman 
of energy aa well aa of ability. She has 
been lecturing in Chioago lately, and has 
spoken to large and enthuaiastic audiences. 
This lady is no mere theorist. She dis- 
cusses the leading questions of tho day, and 
that too with a praotioal object. Hero is 
part of what she said on the silver question, 
which is BO generally diaouased in the news- 
papers and from the platforma of the United 
States : 

Our martyred leader, Lincoln, declared 
that tho system of contracting a debt while 
thoro were two kinds of money in circula- 
tion, and then making it payable in ono 
kind, was a crime against tho people. The 
demonetization of silver was that crime — it 
wan a blow struck at tlio freedom of the 
race. It has been called tlio great com- 
mere.ial crime of tho age, and tho time ia 
not far distant when the world will moLlify 
ita appellafiou, and it ^^•ill be known la tlio 
unapeakaulo crime of the cenlurv. \ct the 
only thing advanced in extenuiitiou of the 
passage of the iict, was tlmt Congress was 
hypnotized by the money power. The two 
great political parties are silent, religion ia 
(luiiib in this crisis, anil it has happened 
that tliu teaching of lliu people's sorrow hua 
overlapped the learning of tlie schools. 

Thoro is no academic uncertainty about 
Mrs. Lease. She knows her own mind, she 
ia perfectly certain that she is right, and 
she is just as certain that those who dill'ur 
with her are wrong, and perhaps a great 
ileal worse than wrong. She ia evidently 
not one of that kind of iliaputanta \\ ho are 
ready to allow that those who have cimie to 
diilerent conclusions than they havo arrived 
at niiiy possibly be right. She ia not weak 
enough to make admissions of this kind. 
Her opponents are — every mother's son and 
daughter of them — cither bad or not in 
their right iniud. It is i|uite probable that 
to this tone of conviction, this audacity of 
assertion, ia attributable a great part of her 
success. Tho people are apt to believe those 
who show by their words and acts that they 
believe in themselves. 

There is a refreshing vigor in Mrs. Lease's 
piunouncement on the present situation. 
She says : 

The afiairs of the nation aro in a critical 
conditibn. The exports of gold arc ao heavy 
that it has excited alarm even in the minds 
of tho moat conaervativo men. They tell us 
that more bonds muat bo isaued — aink us 
deeper iuto debt to pay ali our present debt;, 
They toll us that Wall street must conio to 
the rescue. Mauy of ua recalled that other 
time when Wall street and tho National 
banks came to the roacuo — (lod forbid that 
thoy should agiun couio to the reacue. 
There is absolutely not enough gold to till 
the decayed tooth of tho old women of 
America, to say nothing about ita forming 
the basis of the national money. 

The three all-important questions now 
before tho Atnerican people are, according 
to Mrs. Lease, land, money and trans- 
portation. She has, ready-made, solutions 
for them all.

Of course 1 wanted ono coi)y foi 
my mother. Sho v/ould like it and ap- 
preciate it, because sho has always laugh- 
ed and we])t and loved me fur these pooi 
things that 1 havo done. Other people 
have read some of them, too, and then 
read tliem over iigaiii ami written to me 
about tlieiu as they would if they liked 
them, and surely they do not do it to win 
my gooid opinion, for tnat is not worth 
auytliing to anybody. 

" 1 do not write as a regular thing, Mr. 
Schoeiler, but 1 write because my heart 
say.s so. There are no headaches and no 
dyapep.sia in my poetry, for iny digestion 
liaa bL-en ready all tin; time to till more 
orders than we get, so this isn't a rei)riiit 
of other stuir, hut so far just held pre- 
cious betwixt me and my soul. 

" 1 would want to send a copy to tho 
county school superintondont. He knows 
me and knows how I think. Ho knows 
what I havo to stand and how I hate to 
come and ask [joople to buy my .songs, 
these little lobes of niy soul, at so much 
per lobe. " 

" Well, would a dozen copies be 
enough .'" 

"Oh, yes, probably, but there might 
bo some afterward that would want them, 
and I'd hate to say that there were no 
more if asked for others. 

" Well, would you want to publish on 
a rfiyalty of IL) [ler cent, you of course to 
give us good bankable aecurity that the 
original cost should bo |)aid, and then af- 
terward you get 10 per cent of all good

" Well, of course I want to print the 
book so as to havo something to show af- 
terward, and way on in the hereafter- 
ward, too, that 1 had those thoughts ; 
that 1 waa tirst to remind other iiieu lliat 
they, too, had their thuught.s fie.sh and 
true, but unexpressed, and that I, pnor 
and sorrowful and aching wi h the sensi 
tivo soul that was divinely bestowed pur- 
hiips, but boriio in nij' sorrowing breast 
ahiK.at unsheltered thrniigh life from the 
jeers of llioao who live to liiugli and 
breathe and wink and .aiiec/.e ;ind die 
that 1 liad waki;ned a ilcwy breiisted lark 
in tho heart of another and caused that 
little song of mine to go on and on for 
others to tune theirs from.

To tho northwest of tho Stindwich Is- 
lands group a chart of tho nnrtb Pacifio 
ocean shows Bird, Necker, Uardnor and 
various other islands and many shoula. 
These islands and shoals are really a con- 
tinuation of tfio Sandwich group, though 
but few of tho islands aro inhabited. 
Some of thorn aro little bettor than a 
great masa of rock heaved up out of tho 
sea, without verdure or fresh water, while 
others are so dillieul' of approach that 
thoy aro given a wide berth. Midway is- 
land is almost exactly Iialf the distance 
between the ports of San Francisco and 
'Sokobama, bub 300 miles south of the 
track of vessels making that voyage. 

The noon observation taken on board 
the bark Harvest Home of Stm Francisco 
had given us the latitude of Midway is- 
land when a man aloft reported a ship's 
boat dead ahead. Wo wore thoif headed 
south-suutliwost, but not making over 
four knots an hour. The bout had neith- 
er mast nor anil, nor was tho man sitting 
in her storn sheets nuking signals. I hiul 
him untlor the glass while ho w.as yet t wo 
miles away. The hotit was a (^iiplain'a 
gig, |irovided with ;i single p.air (d' (lar.s, 
tind ti e ni.ui was taking tilings with as- 
tonishing coolness. He Wiis a eastawa}', 
of course, tliougli he acted imu-o like a 
m.aii who was tirifliiig about ivitli a liidi- 
line over the aido. In U'd casus out of Kill 
the m.an in the boat would have stood np 
and gestured and shouted, foarful thai 
we might pass him hy, even by diiyliglil, 
hut as 1 watched thi.i man 1 saw liim liilo 
(dl'a fresh chew of t oh.u-eo .mil .survey llin 
bark in ;i erilical w.iy. .\ hoe \va:i :;oi 
ready, and as we jias-cil hiin within ;!o 
feet it was hove antl caught and nnuh' 
fast, and directly ho was ulongaide. 
I'lveiyboily was astonished to lind ihn

Could Williams have 
had Ilia v.'ay about it we would have been 
I'.iiiii lied ill the head or Hont adrift with- 
out food, hut the men woro a unit fur fair 
liealijieiil, and he was too crafty to op- 
pose them. As soon as wo were in the 
boat tin: bark altered lier course to the 
iiont hweiil , and as we were left behind 
lU'veral of the men waved us goodby. 
Tho moon ob.servation had given us the 
latitudu of Patrociniu ialaud, distant 
about 250 miles, due south, but as the 
weather was fine it was determined to re- 
main in the track in liopc.'j of being pick- 
ed up, hill meanwhile making what pro- 
gress we could to the east. For three 
il.ays we did not sight a sail. Wo had 
run over 100 miles to the oast when at 
daybreak on the fourth morning, with a 
fresh breeze from the south, we found 
im.-aelves right in tho course of a big ship 
bound lo the east. \Yo hoisted a signal 
of distress and lay to fur her lo come u|).

She 711133- 
ed us not more than oO yards away, with 
at least six men looking at us ovor the 
port rail, and we of course expected to 
see her como to shortly after. Sho kept 
straight on, however, and wtis throe miles 
away beforj we realizeil that her inhu- 
man captain liiid 110 inteiitioli of ]iicking 
us up. The ship was the Ived i'rince, 
owned by an Fiiglish lirni in Yok(diania, 
and sailed by Captain Charles Brown, 
and was then on a voyage to San Fran- 
cisco. Had not tho matter been com- 
mented on in the public press 1 should 
not adviu't to it lie're, as such conduct is 
rare and tilimist past belief. It was not 
only fully reported in .American journals, 
but wdieii Captain Holt iiieL Captain 
Brown in Yokohama three yeara later ho 
sent him to the hospital with broken 
bones. 

We had made lloO miles to the east and 
we having fair weather of it when we 
made a growsomo discovery. About o 
o'clock in the afternoon wo sighti'd a 
strarge object only a point or two oil' our 
course, and running down to it we feiuiid 
our old biu-k floating keel upward, with 
two of her masts and a great mass of 
wreckage! surrounding her. She had been 
struck by a sudden sipiall with all sail 
sol, and though the masts had broken oil 
it was too late to prevent her turning 
turtle. Thoro was but little sea on, and 
wo pulled in among tho wreckage, and I 
scrambled upon the bark's bottom. NVe 
had a faint hope that if sound below sho 
might be righted, especiady if we sighted 
a craft which would give us assistance. 
She li:id jirobably been in that position 
for thiee c.r four days at the leasr, but 
there was still suflicieiit air to buoy her 
up. 1 had not yet walked hor length 
when 1 heard a knocking, followed by 
fidnt hhouts. Tho capUiin came aboard 
to see what he could make of it, and it 
was not long before we were satistieil that 
at least two men were imprisoned in the 
cabin. l!y lying down tmd placing luir 
ears lo the c pper aheathing we could 
mako out that thoy knew some one had 
boarded the bark, and they appealed to 
us to cut a hole through which they could 
escape. We had neither ax nor hatchet, 
but if we h.id been fully etiuippcd the 
chances would Inive been against us. It 
was a spot w here no one could stand up- 
right to uao an ax, and every lifth or sixth 
wave ran right over her. 

We believed oiu! of Ihe imprisoned 
men to he Williams aiidtlii! other the 
boatswain. We c uld catch their words 
pretty plainly, but they seemed uiiablu to 
mako out our replies. Wo ciaild do not h- 
ingfor them, but decided to remain by 
the wreck for a day or two in hopes of 
aid from some craft. .\t sunset the wind 
died away, and the night was without a, 
zejihyr. At sunrise next morning the 
lirst oliject our eyes lighted on was an 
I'higlish tratii]) steamer, bound from New- 
York to .lapan, with cotd oil, and close 
aboard of us. 'VVe looked for our wreck, 
but it had disappeared. The mainmast 
lay floating about, but tho hull and its 
tangle and its prisoners had gone to the 
bottom of the sea.

of FlaelDg: the Corner Stone of 
the New P. 0. Homo-

" loasmnch as yo have done tt unto tha least 
■ of theso ye have aone It uato mo." 

It Vftts with the principle, embodied in 
these words, in miud that in the summer of 
1S7.') the first Protestant OrphaLa' Home in 
Britiah Coliiinbia was established, and 
therefore it was most appropriate t^iat yes- 
terday afternoon, after twenty yeara of 
successful work for the little ones, when 
the occasion cime to lay the corner-stone of 
a new cditiou with ircreaaed acooiiinioda- 
tion und much nioie udvantagcouu locution, 
this text should have been placed in tlio 
moat conspicuous position, showiuf,' to the 
world the motto of the workers. 

The ceremony at the site of the new 
building on Hillside avenue attracted a 
very largo attendance, indeed. The three 
grand Biauds erected by the coniinittee of 
inauiitjenient laced the biiildiny on either 
side, and wore crowded to their capacity. 
AiiioDgHt the visitors were a very 
lar^;o number of Indies and children 
while their ;;"iitli:nien frieiida Hero acamdy 
le33 uuiucri)ii«. 'J'hc children of tiie hoim^ 
occupied till' upper acut.s of one stand, and 
looked with c;i>;er cyea on ihe walls of the 
new Ijiiiliiiuji, which before tlie fdll will be 
tlieir abode. Allliou!,di once or twice there 
was little S|)rinkliiii; of lain, not enough I kept 
fell to oausu even discomfort or to lay the 
dust. From be^'inninfj to end the ceremony 
went oil' ainoolbly, and the coiiiiijittee of 
r.ianai;<!nient must, have felt extremely 
gratilied at the ^;roat interest exhibited. 

.Shortly before .') o'clock the mendiers of 
the M. W. Grand Lodge A F. i A. M , 
formed in processiou at the Mivaonic Temple 
on ]>oup;laa street, and to the music of C 
Battery band, marched out to Hillside 
avenue, wliere they took up their position 
on the grouud in front of the building, the 
(Irund Lodge olliccrs being seated on a 
raised plutform erected in front, with the 
committee of uiunageinent and a number of 
friends. President F. H. Worlock occupied 



divine goodness which has helped us thus 
fur. 

It was a day of small things when the need 
of such un institution pressed itself on the 
Protestants of Victoria; yet this very struit- 
nesB, by urging them to unite, has proved a 
blessing in disjfuise rather than a disad- 
vantage. 

Although our Catholic brethorn wore first 
in the field in a public way, with over open 
doors for dealitute children, it was none the 
leas our duty to relievo them of a charge 
which justly devolved upon ourselves. 

It was in the summer of ISTH, just twenty 
years ago, that the then senior ministers of 
the Protestant body in Victoria — the Rev. 
\Vm. Pollard, Methodist, the Rev. 
S. Macgregor, Presbyterian, and the Rev. 
Dean Cridgo, Episcopal —had their atten- 
tion drawn to this need; a need which they 
were the better prepared to deal with 
through their having been accustomed to 
hold weekly conferences on subjects of com- 
mon interest. Standing together one day 
at the parsonage gate in Hnmholdt street, 
the question arose in this form : 

"Seeing that neither of our bodies is 
strong; enough in itself to found the Homo, 
could it be done if we were to unite ?" A 
l)auae ensued, and then Mr. Mnogregor said 
in his (juict way, "I think it might be 
done." All agreeing, they called together 
three lay members of each church with 
the result that a provisional commit- 
tee of twelve was formed, who forthwith 
proceeded to frame a constitution. It any 
dithoullies had been apprehended on the 
religions element, none such appeared. A 
ladles' conimittee of twelve, four from 
eacli church, was also formed, and the 
achciiie.^given to the public, met with im- 
m diate apt)roval and suppori, Victoriii, 
(lull bless lu'r, ever famous lor her prompt 
and ready lielp to the neady and diatriisaed, 
iliil not fiiil in this. AniiULd Hubacriplions, 
collectiona by mnidena, gifts in kind, larger 
donations from divers public bodies, ever 
tlio treasury supplied. Help cuine 
from other parts of tlio Province. 
U were too long to tell of kind physicians 
and others wiio have rendered their services 
freely or, of thoeo who have made the 
orphans partakers in many a aceno of in- 
nocent pleasure. 

As to the operationa of tho eoeiely, its 
beginnings were unpretentious. The child- 
ren, incluiUng those who had been previ- 
ously nuiiriliiined by private subscriptions, 
were lodged in private houaea. Wo then 
reiiteii, ami soon purchased, the property in 
Rue street, Uie mtirtgage on whicli being 
speedily cleared oil', the old building was 
taken down, and the present Homo erected 
in its stcud. Each succeeding year found

tho chair, anil after the opening hymn 
by the united choirs, under the leader- 
ship of Mr. .). Ci. Hrown, and prayer by 
Rev. S. Cleaver, he briefly explained tho 
object of tho gathering. The committee of 
management, he said, regretted extremely 
that their arrangements had all been so far 
advanced that, when tho news came that 
must have shocked tho world, of the sinking 
of H. M.S. Victoria with an appalling loss 
of life, it would have been not only incon- 
venient but almost impossible to alter them, 
as they would otherwise have wished to 
liavo done. With reference to the ceremony 
of laying tho corner stone, he said that, for 
the past few years, those interested in the 
B. C. Orphan's Home had felt the necessity 
for increased accommodation, for with the 
growth of the Province, tho demands upon 
the Home had correspondingly increased. 
Yet, up to the present time, the Homo had 
been so favored that they had not had occa- 
sion to turn away a single deserving appli- 
cant, Forseeing the possible needs of the 
Home, the Almighty had placed it in the 
heart of His servant, John George Taylor, 
to leave tlie whole of his property for the 
purpose.! nf the ll-jiiie, anil with the money 
thus obtaiiu-il the committee were able to 
{lurchuse .1 nugniliccnt aite, and 
had coiiiTiiL'nced the erection of 
the pre'^enl liuilding, wiiieh, when 
coiiipletid wciild turnish acconiinodation for 
IIKJ beds, which it was luiped, wcnild be 
autlicicnl for years to come. The support 
of tli» orphans and destitute children liiid 
ever ap))eLded to the aym[)athy of all, ami 
relying on tliistlii^ cunimitlee looked fijr- 
xvard with ci)nlidence to the future, lirmly 
believing lliut the Mivine band vs'liieh b'ld 
oUvnya protected the orphan, would .^till 
continue to shower its benelila upon llii:in, 
and that uo appeal for help would ever be 
made in vain. The Most Worshipful (.liuid 
Blaster would now lay the e.-,.;ier stone ui 
the building v,-hich would at once be u shel- 
ter and home for tho orphan children, and a 
lasting monument to the memory ''and 
generoaity of the late John George Taylor. 
(Applause.) 

Mayor Beaven, who was called upon /or a 
short addreea, apologized for being unable 
to make biniaelf henril on account of a 
severe cold. He was sure it waa a matter 
of congral ul il ion to those connected with 
thia laudiibK; enlcrpriao that they had years 
ago bteii able to eatubliah a homo and to 
carry it on suecessfully for ao long, and now 
to be able to erect so magnilicent a building 
lis thia promised to be, aa a ahelter for the 
doBlitute unii Ibe orphan. Asa Mason, he 
had breii presenl at the laying of the cor- 
ner stoue of the pi es( iiL hoi}ieou Kite street, 
and was cHpecially pleased to assist to-day, 
seeing as he did in tho large attendance and 
tnanifeat enihnaiasm, a fair augury of future 
success. (Applause. ) 

Bt. Rev. Dishop Cridge then read the fol- 
lowing history of the home, which written 
on parohment was pl-ced in the corner 
-stono: 

"By the fraternal hands nf the Masonic 
body, ever renowned for kind and charitable 
deeds, we, the managers and members of 
the "Protestant Orphans' Home," giving all 
Rlory to God, lay to-day the foundation 
Stone of a noble edifice for a noble cause. 
Should' the History, which, with other 
tnemortals, is deposited therein, come to 
light in o future time, we re.e h forth to 
our bretberu of that time, testifying to tho 



us more prosperous, until tho bc(|uestof the 
late .lohn (J. Taylor, ever a tender friend of 
the orphans, enabled us to aspire tu a build- 
ing and grounds more suited to our ad- 
vanced condition. 

Tho religious constitution of the Home 
rcguirea more than a passing notice. 

Aa to ita government, the repreaentation 
is by churches and not by congregations; 
and ita fundamental principle is ministerial 
ccjuality, the founders following in this, aa 
we believe, the law of our Lord, who said, 
"One is your Master, even Christ, an J all 
ye are brethren." 

By this means a close and tender relation 
obtains between the Home and the House- 
hold of Faith, whose ministers, in turn, are 
the pastors aud teachers of the little flock. 
The Christian women of the churches, im- 
bued with one spirit of love to the little 
ones, wisely and patiently minister to their 
needs, and the matrons, especially the bo- 
loved sister now in charge, are their true 
mothers. 

'There is one event, of iiuitu recent oc- 
currence, which, aa it i» allogelhcr unpre- 
cedented in our history, ou^hl not to be 
omi t ted. 

The lu'eseuce of tho Right Itevorend 
liisiiop I'errin, tha latest bishop in the 
Anglican Communion in this I'lovince, ap- 
peariii;; on the same ])buforin and for the 
same cause, with the pioneer of Methodism 
lit ,1. liirie when our country was not yet 
calli il I h it isli Cidiunbia, namely , the Rev- 
erend Robson, ia a sign of a libi^ral 
spii it, on his part, which, from his previous 
rc|iul at ion , we were not unprepared to 
wiliie:is; but his uniting also with the 
Miisoiiij body, of which he is so dis- 
lingid.'ilicd a member, and in which be ia 
exen:i:)iii:; so iiiiprcHaive a funciiuii — in be- 
stowing a lji!nudiclion 011 this rrolciitant 
Home — niiiy we hope be regatiled as a stei) 
to that unity which ita founders aonglit, 
and not unsuccessfully, to attain in ad^ipt- 
ing aa their guide the Sixth Article of the 
Church of Kngland. 

We conclude with the earnest hope and 
prayer that within the walls which are 
now rising, hymns of praise from children's 
tongues may resound through all remaining 
lime to the glory of their kind and gentle 
.Shepherd, Jesus Christ, our Lord."

Tiio hymn " Blest be the tie that binds " 
was then sung by the united ch(dra, and 
afterwards Rt. Rev, Rishop I'errin ad- 
dressed tho audience, making one of tlio 
most eloquent, telling speeches ever heard 
in Victoria. His first duty, he said, was to

make u public apology to the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master for not having paid his 
respects to tho Grand lodge, being pre- 
vented from doing so by the pressure of a 
great many minor matters, none of them, 
however, so important aa the lodge meeting. 
Ho was thankful to bo allowed the privilege 
of being present at the laying of the corner 
stone, an event of the greatest importance, 
and when tho walla of the edifice were com- 
pleted, perhaps before tiiey were, he hoped 
to have some share in tho work to bo done 
in supporting and aaaisting tho institution. 
(Applause,) Speaking for himself and his 
brother clergy of tho Church of England, 
ho would say that in any work of the kind, 
in any good work in fact, they did not want 
to bo loft out in the cold, But while this 
was the case, whila he always hoped ho 
would be found ready to assist in such work 
as tho present, and in temperance work, of 
which he had already been fortunately able 
to do a share, he did not wish a statement 
that had been made on tho platform to pass 
without comment, that ho was one of those 
who were willing to sacrifico a portion of 
his principles in order to hivo a unity of 
the different denominations which now un- 
happily existed. (Hear, hear. ) He might 
make such a profession to catch tho popular 
ear, but he was sure, should ho let an im- 
pression of that kind go abroad, tho people 
would not respect mm any more for it, 
while he woul^ be placing himself in a 
false position! There were, no one 
could deny it, differences of opinion 
between the various deDominationa, differ- 
onces, too, for which no one was more sorry 
than he ; but it would be an unpardonable 
act of his should he let thia vast audience 
imagine that he had no principles within 
him, principles whiob he was bound to 
maintuin and for which he was prepared to 
tight. Were it not for this principle, were 
it not that he believed that the Church of 
ICngland represented everything that was 
llie highest ideal of tlu; touching of Christ, 
bo would, actu;Ued by conscientiousness, 
leave it, and join ibul deiioiniiiation he 
should then consider did. ( A|)phui.se. ) The 
goal wiiich was act before the members of 
the Church of I'higland ciiuld not be repre- 
aenlcd by any (mo article of the Christian 
religion, but the teaching was conliducd in 
the whole thirty-nine, us set forth in the 
Hook of Common Prayer, and these he was 
at all times prepared and determined to 
ataiul by. (.Applause.) He had to con- 
gratulate Viciori:un on turning out in such 
uumbera '0 attenil such a ceremony us the 
preaeiit, and was sure lie but voiced their 
aentimeiita when, with his whole heart, he 
wished the iublituliou every suejesa it was 
possible to attain. Ho aakcd tliem not to 
bo content with seeing tho orphaneil chil- 
dren in the new homo, but to take advan- 
toge of every opportunity udbrdod to aaaist 
the managing board in muintainiog it, al- 
ways remembering that there was no 
grander privilege accorded to man than that 
of assisting in advancing tho cause of pure 
religion and undefiled. (Applause.) 

Rev, Dr. Campbpll also delivered an elo. 
quont address, in which he gave great credit 
to the fathers of this noble institution, who 
had carried on their work with great perse- 
verance under great difficullios, aod now, as 
a result of their labors, had tho satisfaction 
of seeing the fruits— tho erection of what 
would bo a mugnitieent home for the little 
ones. He paid a glowing tribute to liisbop 
Cridge, whoso head, while with the snow of 
years, was hut preparing for its nrowu of 
life. There was, he felt assured, no danger 
of failure in tho future, for the heart of Vic- 
toria was with the managers in their noble 
work. (Applause.) 

Preaident \Vur!c^k, on behalf of the com- 
mittee of management, then prescuted 
Most Worahipful tjraiid Master t'hirke with 
a beautiful silver trowel, both blade and 
handle being made of ihitish Columbia ore 
and wood resiieci iv. ly.

About as cute a piece of scheming as has 
been heard of in these pirts for some time 
was carried to a more or less successful 
termination early yesterday morning, with 
the result that a convict named Fred. Day, 
sentenced to nine months' imprisonment at 
the Provincial jail for larceny, waa allowed 
to get away, and, though ho escaped 
with no covering other than a night shirt 
and a blanket, he has so well succeeded in 
keeping out of the way that the po^se of 
oliicera in chase have been unable to lii.d 
any trace of him. 

Day was removed from the Provinei'I j iil 
on Wednesday to the I'rovincial Uoyal 
.Jubilee hospital to have a broken knee cap 
attended to. The knee cap certainly wua 
broken, and as there waa nothing to show 
that it was not a new fr'icture when he was 
taken to the hospital. Dr. Richardson had 
the injured limb put up in bandages. On 
Friday, Dr. Davie in going his rounds at 
the hospital noticed the new inmate, whom 
he at once recognized as an old patient ot 
his, who, eight years ago, had been treated 
iu the old Koyal hospital for a broken knee 
cop. At that lime lie had got around all 
right but a short time after his discharge, 
be again fell on the knee and sustained an- 
other and more terious fracture, from which 
he did not recover for a number of months. 
Even then tho bone was not knitted to- 
gether, but only what tho doctors call 
liijinm.nloHs K/i(o;ire9ulted,the two fragments 
of bone being distinctly aeparated one frotn 
tho other. Having recalled Day's 
antecedents. Dr. Davie examined the 
broken knee cap carefully. After 
leaving the ward he instructed Dr. 
Kiehardson to telephone at once to the 
police that the hospital authorities would 
not hold themselves responsible for the 
prisoner's .lafekeepiiig for another hour, as, 
in his opinion. Day had the use of his 
leg just as much now as at 
any time for a number of years. At 
tho aamo time ho told Dr. Hichardson to 
put a heavy plaster puris cast on tho leg, so 
aa to minimize tho chances of getting away. 

This was in tho afternoon. In the evcn- 
iug Warden John and a couple of guards 
from the jiil came over to the hoapital. 
After they had been thero awhile, a buggy 
was driven up, and a woman recognized us 
Day's wife got out and went to the window 
of tho hospital near where Day's bed was. 
D iy got up and came to the window, where 
he stood and talked awhile with his wife. 
She then went over to the buggy, when 
Warden John made his presence known and 
enquired what she was doing there. She 
said her husband Wanted to see her, or 
something of the sort, but when the 
buggy was searched it was found she 
liad brought out a new suit of 
clothes, a pair of boots and hat, and 
a long knife. Thoro was also a pair of row. 
locks in tho buggy, thus showing that the 
intention was to have her huahand row 
across the Straits and got out on American 
soil. The woman was taken into custody, 
but when the ofiictra went back to tho hos- 
pital. Day's bed was empty. Tho bird had 
flown, leaving nothing behind but tho plas- 
ter of pari.s cast which ho had Boftoned with 
some water and cut ell' with the aliurp edge 



Uuaacy, of the Provincial polleo, who bad 
jiiut ruturnod from an olUciul visit to the 
.Mainland, was then notified and olHcera 
have aincu been searchiug for the missing 
man. Up to a lata hour lusteveniag he had 
not been captured.

Petroleum Eesrulations — Tlie Noav 
Quarantine Rules -Post Uiiice 
and Saviugrs Banks.

Ottawa, Juno '.'1.— 1'he regulations gov- 
erning tho admission of petroleum in tanks 
takes effect on Dominion Day. Tho points 
in British Columbia at which oil may be 
imported are ; Vancouver, Kamloops and 
Westminster. Owing to their insular posi- 
tion, N'ictoria and Nanaitiio, and on Prince 
Kduard Island, Chariot tetown and Sum- 
luerside, receive no direct benefit from the 
change, and it is suggested that the ::on- 
cesaion might extend to oil in tank vessels, 
and that petroleum in packages of 50 gal- 
lons, or less, may enter any oustoiiis port. 

The new nuurantine regulations have 
been submitted to all the customs oflicers, 
and received unanimous endorsement. They 
embody tho best that is contained in tho 
British and United States quarantine regu- 
lations. They also empower the Govern- 
ment, on emergency, to stop railway trains 
crossing tho frontier. 

The Canadian Thouaand Islands are to be 
sold on -Vugust 'J, by auction, without con- 
ditiona aa to re&idence. 

Regret is expressed here that the sugges- 
tion of a sleigh as a wedding present should 
have b'ien made to the Duke of York. 

The deposits in the post ofiSoe savincs 
banks for May were in excess of the with- 
drawals $123,000. In the Government aav- 
inga banks tho withdrawals exceeded the 
deposits by $.'H, 000. 'fhe balance to the 
credit of depositors in tho \'ictoria bunk on 
May :U was $683,000 

New post offices were opened in British 
Columbia on June 1, at Haycllere, Weat- 
minster, Thunder Hill and Mara, Vale. 

The Controller of C'nstonis has received a 
novel proposition with reference to tho sup- 
pression of sii-.uggling in the (lulf from the 
inventor of a sub murine vessel. The in- 
ventor claims that his vessel will I ravel 
under water at the rate of fifteen 
miles an hour and thinks he could 
gel i|Uito close to any vessel with- 
out being seen, and then rise to the Eiirface. 
lie wants (ioveinineni to give hiui a sub- 
sidy to perfect his ii;veiition. 

The Supreme court handed out u number 
of judgments to day, but none concerning 
British Columbia. 



MARVELLOUS SIGHTS. 



Fairy-Like Scenes Produced by the 
World's Fair Electrical 
Displays- 
Beautiful Buildings and Fountains 
Make a Picture Never to Be 
Forgotten, 



(Soecial to tho Colonist.) 

Ciiic.\i;o, June 18. — '* Brilliant illumina- 
tion of the grounds," waa the announcement 
iiiiide yc.'^lerihiy for tho evening celebration 
of " (jeriiian Day '' at the World's Fairi 
and brilliant it was, indeed. To attempt to 
describe the fairy-like effect of electric 
lights in the vast expanse of the various 
buildings is simply beyond the power of 
language. Photography can give but a 
poor idea of the impression that these build- 
ings make on a visitor, even by daylight, 
and when the great stretcbes-of white walls, 
covered as they are with rich ornamentation 
and groups of statuary, are thrown out into 
bold relief by myriads of electric lamps the 
scene is sublinie in the extreme and baflles 
the power of pen or pencil to do justice to. 
Add to the eileot 'of the buildings them- 
selves a winding water-way of some miles 
in leugth, both sides of which are traced 
with lines of small eltolric lights and upon 
tho SUtfaca of the water hundreds of 
launches, gondolas and olher stnall boats, 
each with its display of lamps, and 
aoiiio idea may he formed of whut 
a dreiimlancl Hceiie was presented to visi- 
tors. Iu aildition to all this, Itiere must 
not be foi gotten ttie gorgeous " Columbian 
Fountain," with ita immense groups of 
statuiiry and its hundreilH of sprays, lit up 
by elecliie search lights direcled upon it 
from the roof of tlie truly colossal " manu 
facl.ureb " luiildiiig just across the way. Aa 
though not (jatihiieil with these ordinary 
items of illuminatinna, the Corinans added 
hundreds of sky rockets and fireworks 
galore. The speutade was one that will re- 
main in tho minds uf thoae who saw it the 
longest day they live ! 

\'ct these fete days arc of common occur- 
rence aa far as the World's Fair is con- 
cerned, for each alternate day is a big 
day" for some particular nation or state, 
and so the grandly-bewildering scene of one 
night is succeeded by an equally elaborate 
display at least three times a week. To give 
an idea of tho amount of electricity used In 
the Fair grounds on these occaaions, it may 
1)0 mentioned that it r*i|uire8 engines ag- 
gregating 17,000 horse power to supply the 
force I And yet so great is the area covered, 
that at no particular point does there 
seem to bo more light than ie 
absolutely necessary. On this occasion tho 
variagatcd and brilliant fountains were 
tried fur the first time, and added their 
quota to tho evening's enjoyment. These 
f ninlains stiiml in froi.b and on each side of 
the "Ailtiiinistration" building. 

Immi d lately in front of tho Administra- 
tion building stands the "Columbia Foun- 
tain," mentioned above, which reprcsenta 
Columbia seated in a barge of State, propoll

details. To fully appreciate the work that 
haa been done and tho trouble that it haa 
taken to "beat tho world," ono must 
visit he Columbian Fair itself. 
Any description that could bo 
attempted will fall far short of tho mark. 
I'lvery thing is superlative, and although the 
inihlic have beev. treated lul naii<i.a»i to glow- 
ing accounts ol 'ihata wonderful ulfair the 
exposition was to be, still, candidly speak- 
ing, after having seen only somo of the 
sights, one is compelled to admit that the 
priginal is jnucb more impaseive than the 
picture. In a word, everything about the 
grounds and buildings seems to have bcea 
considered perfectly, regardless of cost, and 
exhibitors have furnished for the visitor a 
chance for comparison that must almost 
equal In results the education of a life time.
